N Monday laft the Elector of Hano- 
ver fignified plainly to the Dies, that 
unlefs Care was taken to furnith a 
fufficiens Number of Troops and 
whatever elfe is needful for putting the 
Army of the Empire into a Condition to act with 
Vigour, be will quit the Command of it; but in 
that Cafe protefted the ill Confequences could not 
be chargeable on him, and that he fhould be free 
from all juft Reproach. The College of Electors 
have agreed intirely with that of Princes, that the 
Elector of Saxony’s Troops ought to be withdrawa 
forthwith out of the Territories of Saxe-Ey ffenafh, 
and declar’d that a Refolution ought to be pafs’d 
out of Hand for taking thofe Saxon Troops into the 
Service of the Empire, and Quartering them with 
the reft of the Imperial Forces; but the States of 
the Circle of Swabia made a warm Proteft againft 
it, declaring they would have no Part in the taking 
into Service or Quartering thofe Troops, as being 
unable to fuftain the Charge. Yefterday the Mi- 
nifter of Mentz, as Director cf the Diet, brought in 
a Draught of a general Refolution to defire the 
Emperor to inform the Diet how far the Treaty for 
taking the faid Troops intoService was advanc’d ; but 
theDeputies of thePrinces generally fignified,that their 
Principals would by no Means confent to the taking 
into Service the Saxon Horfe, beingof Opinion that 
Affairs were alter’d fo much for the better that there 
was no Occafion for them.

Ratisbon, O&. 24. The College of Electors and 
that of Princes begin now to differ about the pro- 
pos'd Refolution of the Diet for clearing the Terri- 
tories of Saxe-Byffenath of the Elector of Saxony’s 
Troops ; becaufe the latter of thofe Colleges, on 
the prefling Inftances of the Minifter of Saxe- By fle- 
nafh, would infert a Claufe for making good the 
Damage the Duke of Saxe-Eyffenach has already 
fuffered by the Quartering of thefe Troops, and for 
fecuring his Country from the like Opprefiton for the 
future. The Minifter of Mentz, as DireCtor, actu- 
ally gave in a Draught of aRefolution ; but it was 
rejected by the College of Princes, becaufe it did 
not exprefly provide thar the of Duke Saxe-Byffenach 
fhould have Satisfaction made him : Whereupon the 
Director propos’d, that the Refolutions of both the 
Colleges ({eeing they could not agree, ) fhould be fent 
tothe Emperor, that his Imperial Majefty might act

as he thould think beft in it ; but that Motion was 
fet afide : In the mean Time the Deputy of Saxe- 
BE) ffenach has repre{nted, that the faid Saxon [roops 
have now been Quarier’d full 5 Weeks in bis Ma- 
fter’s Country. The Envoy of the Duke of Saxe- 
Weymar has alfo deliver'd in a Memorial, contain- 
ing like Complaints of the oppreilive Quattering of 
the Elector of Saxony’s Troops in bis Territo- 
ries, adding, that betides the Troops which firft 
enter'd, half a Regiment moie was come into the 
Country, fo that the poor Inhabitants would ina 
little Time be forc’d to go a Begging. The Minifter 
of the Elector Palatine, did in his Mafter’s Name 
propofe for the redreffing of this ‘Grievance, and for 
the Advantage of the Common Caufle, that the 6coo 
Saxon Horfe,or at leaft 3000 cf them,fhould be taken 
into the Service of the Empire, the more to ence u- 
rage the Queen of Great Britain and the S:ates-Ge- 
neral to fend powerful Succours to Portugal and 
Catalonia: Which Propofition ’tis prefum'd will be 
taken into due Confideration. 

From the Amfterdam Couranr, dated Nov. 12. 

Ratisbon, Nov. 3. Yefterday Count frederick 
Lewis of Naffau Saarbruck gave in to the Dieta 
large Memorial, reprefenting in Subftance, thar he 
having a Right to the County of Meurs, hop’d to 
have obrain’d the Inveftiture of it from the Empe- 
rour, but that Boron Bartholdi Minifter of the King 
of Pruffia had found Means to procure that Invefti- 
ture for his Mafter; yet that the Emperor had noc 


.granted ic without this Refervation Salve Fure cu- 


jufcunque, (i. e. with a Saving to every one’s 
Right: ) That he the faid Count Frederick had 
thereupon made a Proteft in due Form of Law, for 
the Prefervation of his Right; and that by this 
Memorial he made a like Proteft againft the Ad- 
miffion of his Royal Majefty of Pruiffia into the Diet 
of the Empire as Prince of Meurs; with a Requeft, 
that the faid Admiffion may be deferr’d ull the Di- 
fpute for the County in Queftion be judicially de- 
cided ; and then allow’d to the Perfon to whom the 
Caufe fhall be adjudg’d.
